A veteran law enforcement offi¬ 
cer on Tuesday proved that he is 
also a seasoned political cam¬ 
paign strategist 

The officer, Alan R. Lambert, 
making his first bid for the may¬ 
or’s office, unseated a political 
icon of the city, William Oakley, 
and will become the next mayor 
ofRomulus. 

Lambert defeated Oakley by 
more than 900 votes. The unoffi¬ 
cial tally is Lambert received 
2,767 votes as compared to Oak¬ 
ley’s 1,858 votes. 

The Board of Canvassers is 
scheduled to meet later this week 
to certify the election results. 

Lambert,/a lifelong resident of 
Romulus and the father of five,

has served on the Romulus Police 
force for 14 years. He ran on a 
platform that he would serve all of 
the people “with respect and 
courtesy.” 

In his campaign literature, 
Lambert stated that he was “fa¬ 
miliar with the city’s operations, 
and was uniquely trained and 
qualified to undertake the lead¬ 
ership role in the city” 

He also promised to seek state 


and federal resources to protect 
and assist citizens from potential 
disasters at the airport and truck¬ 
ing terminals. 

Although it has its independent 
police force which patrols the air¬ 
port, the Detroit Metropolitan Air¬ 
port is geographically located in 
the city of Romulus. The airport, 
run by Wayne County, doesn’t pay 
the city any taxes. 

Oaldey served as mayor in 1979 
until 1987 when voters awarded 
two-year terms to their elected 
mayoral candidates. He lost his 
bid for reelection in 1987 to Bever¬ 
ly McAnally who remained in of¬ 
fice until she lost to Oakley in 
1997. 

Lambert will officially be 
sworn in as mayor on Nov. 13. No 
time has been set for the inaugu¬ 
ration ceremonies.

With one exception, the voters 
of Romulus went with their expe¬ 
rienced legislators as six of the 
seven city council members were 
reelected to office. 

Voters returned to council 
Leroy Burcroff, William A Crova, 
Randolph Gear, Michael A Pry¬ 
byla, Debbie Romak and William 
J. Wadsworth. 

They also gave newcomer 
Charles Ronald Miller a seat on 
council. Miller will replace Don¬ 
ald R. Morris who failed in his bid 
for reelectioa 

Gear continued to charm the 
local voters who awarded hiqfi 


again with the honor of being the 
top vote getter The mayor pro tern 
of council received 2,945 votes. In¬ 
cidentally, that’s more, than the 
successful candidate for mayor, 
Alan R. Lambert got. Lambert’s 
winning total was 2,767. 

However, Gear topped Romak, 
who was elected to her second 
term, by only 18 votes. Romak 
finished with 2,927 votes. 

Wadsworth, a law enforcement 
officer who has been on council 
for more than a dozen years, fin¬ 
ished third in the running with 
2,705 votes, followed by Burcroff 
(2,198), Crova (2,049) Miller (1,813) 


and Prybyla, who had 1799. 

Morris, who was seeking his 
second four-year term, lost his bid 
to retain his seat by more than 225 
votes. 

Although he failed in his bid to 
obtain one of the seven seats avail¬ 
able, former Romulus City Coun¬ 
cilman Barry Baumann finished 
with 1,355 votes. The field also in¬ 
cluded local businessman Steven 
J. Lewkowicz, the son of a political 
icon in the community, John, who 
served the city as treasurer and 
on council. Steven Lewkowicz re¬ 
ceived 1,093 votes. 

Also making a bid for council 


was Wandra V Raspberry, wife of 
former longtime council member, 
Jimmie Raspberry. She received 
1,579 votes. 

Michael L. Wojtylko , who was 
awarded 1,715 votes, and Christo¬ 
pher A Walock, who got 718 votes, 
were also unsuccessful in their 
initial bids for council.

Two co-workers, one a 3()-year- 
old resident of Romulus, were 
slain when a jealous, ex-boyfriend 
allegedly stabbed the two while 
parked in the Taylor K-Mart park¬ 
ing lot 

Robin Howard, of Romulus, 
had called 911 Monday morning, 
claiming she had just been in a 
fender bender with her ex¬ 
boyfriend, a 24-year-old Lincoln 
Park mam 

Taylor police surmised mo¬ 
ments after the phone call, the 
suspect pulled out an 8-inch hunt¬ 
ing knife from his pick-up and be¬ 
gan stabbing Howard. 

Co-worker Roger Sanford, who 
had been following Howard, 
came to the car and began to 
wrestle with the suspect, who al¬ 
legedly then proceeded to stab 
Sanford several times. 

All three worked at Health- 
Link Medical Transportation Ser¬ 
vices. Howard had worked as a 
paramedic for about a year. San¬ 
ford was just hired as a para¬ 
medic. The suspect had worked 
as an emergency medical techni¬ 
cian since May 2000. 

According to police Howard 
and Sanford had attended a com¬ 
pany meeting Monday morning at 
a downriver restaurant. They 
were confronted by the suspect at 
the meeting and began arguing. 

Howard and Sanford drove off 
in separate cars. The suspect also 
jumped into his pick-up and be¬ 
gan following Howard. He al¬ 
legedly rammed her several times 
but Howard refused to pull over. 

She finally drove into the K- 
Mart parking lot and stopped. The 
suspect jumped out of his vehicle 
and began a verbal confrontation 
with Howard. Police surmise that 
the suspect was upset that 
Howard had called off a relation¬ 
ship between the two. 

The fight escalated to multiple 
stabbings. The suspect, allegedly 
after stabbing the two, took off out 
of the parking lot and was arrest¬ 
ed by Dearborn Heights police af¬ 
ter a short chase.

Coming Jan. 1 — judicial tyranny 


In his seminal work “Democra¬ 
cy in America,” French author 
Alexis de Toquevilie warned that 
over time this nation could de¬ 
volve into a ‘tyranny of the judi¬ 
ciary.” Another prescient state¬ 
ment by the writer was (speaking 
of the population in general) 
“America is great because she is 
good, when she ceases to be good 
she will cease to be great” 

The implication of those two 
statements, ^en together, is that 
the American public has the 
wherewithal under the Constitu¬ 
tion to rein in the excesses of the 
judiciary through their elected 
representatives. What de 
Toquevilie must have foreseen 
was a corruption of both the leg¬ 
islative and judicial branches 
through self-interest and the pres¬ 
sure of special interests. (Corrup¬ 
tion of the executive branch is just 
as serious a problem, but a differ¬ 
ent subject) 

The U.S. Constitution gives the 
U.S. Supreme Court two kinds of 
powers, original jurisdiction and 
appellate jurisdictioa The former 
is severely limited in scope and 
the latter is subject to the regula¬ 
tion of the Congress. 

Last September the Michigan 
Supreme Court floated a proposal

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that would require defendants to 
pay fines immediately when sen¬ 
tenced or risk going to jail. This 
would apply to traffic fines, as¬ 
sessments for civil infractions as 
well as criminal penalties. Last 
week the court announced it was 
implementing the “rule” effective 
January 1, 2002. (The September 
trial balloon was discussed by this 
writer in the context of the return 
of debtors’ prisons.) 

Although the exact wording of 
the “rule” is not yet available, the 
gist is that judges would be re¬ 
quired to jail defendants who did 
not pay fines at sentencing unless 
the judge made a finding of inabil¬ 
ity to pay. 

What a can of worms that 
would open requiring judges to 
make subjective findings differen¬ 
tiating between those who truly 
could not pay and those who just 
didn’t want to pay immediately. 

In earlier days, judges often 


gave defendants a choice between 
“thirty days or thirty dollars” or 
some such choice. But that was 
where the defendant was charged 
with a crime, albeit usually a mi¬ 
nor misdemeanor 

Also, that was before the cur¬ 
rent rage of downgrading many 
misdemeanors to the status of 
“civil infractions” where there 
supposedly was no possibility of 
jail time only findings of “liable” 
for a civil penalty. The trade-off 
was supposed to be no criminal 
record in return for losing several 
constitutional rights one would 
have in a criminal case, e.g. the 
right to an attorney, the right to 
confront witnesses and the right to 
a jury trial. 

Under this new Supreme Court 
rule, there would now be the pos¬ 
sibility of going to jail as well as 
losing constitutional rights. Judges 
could use their “contempt” pow¬ 
ers to jail those who did not pay 
fines immediately. 

It is time for the state legisla¬ 
ture to put the clamps on the 
Supreme Court and make the 
rules (instead of the court) just as 
Congress makes the rules for fed¬ 
eral courts. That will not happen 
unless public pressure demands 
it

Over the last few years, a con¬ 
certed effort has been made to un¬ 
dermine the future of students in 
the Plymouth-Canton Community 
School District 

At first Canton Supervisor Tom 
Yack courageously mounted an in¬ 
telligence operation against the 
cabal’s secret meetings. 

When Yack’s agents reported 
that the meetings were not being 
televised, the supervisor put to¬ 
gether a crack battalion of camera 
persons and video technicians, 
and invaded the Harvey Street 
bunker.

Rockets clash with

Striking quickly and decisively 
in the final two minutes of the 
second quarter, Glenn scored two 
touchdowns within a span of 1:45 
minutes and went on to defeat an 
inspired Monroe, 27-16, to win a 
district football championship 
and qualify for the Region 4 play¬ 
offs.

Whatever their problems, DCC 
didn’t appear to have any against 
Detroit King in the district finals. 
Detroit Catholic Central (8-3) qual¬ 
ified for the regional meeting 
with Glenn by crushing an excel¬ 
lent Detroit King squad, 33-7, on 
Saturday. 

Monroe was coming off of a big 
upset a victory over state-ranked 
Ann Arbor Huron, when the Tro¬ 
jans visited Glenn Friday night 
And the Trojans, after holding an 
explosive Rocket offense out of 
the end zone the first quarter, 
drew first blood in the district 
championship game. 

With 1:41 left in the opening 
half, Monroe’s Ryan Essex blasted 
a 34-yard field goal that lifted the 


visitors to a 3-0 lead. 

Glenn answered after the en¬ 
suing kickoff as junior quarter¬
